Addressing poor behavior 
of parents and adult fans

gan High School Athletic Association 

Inappropriate adult behavior at high 
school athletic events in Michigan has 
reached epidemic proportion. 

When more than 2,000 high school 
athletic directors were asked in a re- 
cent national survey what they like 
least about their job, 62.3 percent said 
it was “dealing with aggressive parents 
and adult fans.” 

And the men and women who wear 
the black and white stripes agree. In 
fact, almost 80 percent of officials quit 
after the first two years on the job, and 
unruly parents are cited as the reason 
why. As a result, there is a growing 
shortage of high school officials here 
in Michigan, and in some sports like 
wrestling, swimming & diving and 
track & field, the shortage is severe. No 
officials means no more games. 

If you are a parent attending a high 
school athletic event this fall, you can 
help by following these six guidelines: 

Act Your Age. You are, after all, an 
adult. Act in a way that makes your 
family and school proud. 

Don’t Live Your Life Vicariously 
Through Your Children. High school 
sports are for them, not you. Your fam- 
ily’s reputation is not determined by 
how well your children perform on the 
field of play. 

Let Your Children Talk to the Coach 
Instead of You Doing It for Them. High 
school athletes learn how to become 
more confident, independent and capa- 
ble — but only when their parents 
don’t jump in and solve their problems 
for them. 

Stay in Your Lane. No coaching or of- 
ficiating from the sidelines. Your role 
is to be a responsible, supportive par- 
ent — not a coach or official. 

Remember, Participating in a High 
School Sport Is Not About Getting a 
College Scholarship. According to the 
NCAA, only about two percent of all 
high school athletes are awarded a 
sports scholarship, and the total value 
of the scholarship is only about 
$18,000. 

Make Sure Your Children Know You 
Love Watching Them Play. Do not cri- 
tique your child’s performance on the 
car ride home. Participating in high 
school sports is about character devel- 
opment, learning and having fun — not 
winning and losing. 

Purchasing a ticket to a high school 
athletic event does not give you the 
right to be rude, disrespectful or ver- 
bally abusive. Cheer loud and be proud, 
but be responsible and respectful. The 
future of high school sports in Michi- 
gan is dependent on you.

At their regular meeting August 19, 2019, the Norwood Township Board passed a 
resolution to amend The Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance 
TO PERMIT BY RIGHT TOWNSHIP-OWNED 
GOVERNMENTAL FACILITIES IN THE CONSERVATION RESERVE 


DISTRICT 


THE TOWNSHIP OF NORWOOD HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Amendment of Section 5.02.1. 
Section 5.02.1 of the Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to read 


in its entirety as follows: 


Section 5.02.1 - Intent 


The land uses in this district are intended to promote the proper use, 
enjoyment and conservation of water, land, topographic and forest 
resources of the Township particularly adapted to recreational, forest, and 
township-owned land uses. The provisions of this section also recognize 
the gradual extension of other property uses into the district, and the 
importance of adopting good standards to guide such developments. If 
properly integrated, the inclusion of such uses is provided by special 


approval. 


Section 2. Amendment of Section 5.02.2.1. 
Section 5.02.2.1 of the Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to 
read in its entirety as follows: 
1. Public parks and recreation facilities and township-owned 
governmental facilities. 


Section 3. Severability. 


If any section, clause, or provision of this Ordinance is declared unconstitutional or 
otherwise invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, said declaration shall not affect 
the validity of the remainder of the Ordinance as a whole or any part thereof, other than 
the part so declared to be unconstitutional or invalid. 


Section 4. Effective Date. 


This Ordinance shall become effective eight (8) days after being published in a 
newspaper of general circulation within the Township.
